In  Parke’s  “Practice,”  sixth  edition,  p,,252 
we  read  :  Barley  “  contains  rather  more  protein 
bodies  than  wheat,  and  these  consist  of  glutin- 
casein,  glutin-fibrin,  mucedin,  and  albumen.  It 
is  certainly  very  nutritious,  and  the  Glreeks 
trained  their  athletes  on  it.  Its  richness  in 
phosphoric  acid  and  iron  renders  it  particularly 
adapted  for  this.”  “  Barley  meal,  in  the  time 
of  Charles  I ,  almost  entirely  took  the  place  of 
wheat  as  the  food  of  the  common  people,  es¬ 
pecially  in  the  north  of  England  ”  (Blyth.) 

Note  on  Wheat. 

Wheat,  while  admittedly  containing  a  goodly 
proportion  of  nitrogenous  matters,  is  rich  in 
starchy  substances.  It  is  obviously  very 
nutritious.  It  does  not,  however,  contain  the 
large  quantity  of  soluble  albuminoids  and  carbo¬ 
hydrates  that  barley  does,  and  is  “  deficient  in 
fat,  and  in  vegetable  salts  which  may  form 
carbonates  in  the  system  ”  (Parkes.) 

Gluten  and  Cerealin  as  “  Powerful  Fern^entsT' 

It  has  been  claimed  by  some  that  “  the  Grluten 
and  Cerealin  in  the  Malted  Wheat  have  sufficient 
power  to  convert  all  the  starch  of  the  three 
cereals  into  sugar,  tearing  the  diasta.se  of  the 
wheat.,  oats,  and  harley  ”  unemployed.  Let  us 
look  into  this.  Concerning  Cerealin,  tritise- 
caline,  etc.,  Blyth  says  :  “  Neither  the  nature, 
nor  even  the  presence  of  these  matters,  can  be 
considered  satisfactorily  established.”  As  to 
Gluten,  “  its  constituents  are  probably  not  ready 
formed  in  the  flour,  but  are  the  result  of  the 
action  of  a  ferment,  which,  however,  has  not 
been  isolated  ”  (Ibid).  Still,  “  even  proteids, 
though  only  to  a  slight  degree,  may  act  dias- 
tasically.” 

I^otes  ori  Oats. 

Oats  does  not  contain  as  much  nitrogenous 
'principles  as  harley.  It  is  rich  in  oily  matters. 
So  we  have  here  an  “  explanation  of  its  great 
nutritive  powers.”  Oil  is  of  no  account  in 
making  Malt  Extract,  and  in  carbo-hydrates 
oats  falls  behind  barley.

THE  WHOLESALE-RETAIL  TRADE. 


The  Pharmaceutical  Profession  throughout  the  colony,  and  especially 
the  members  in  business  in  the  city  and  suburbs,  will  be  more  than 
ordinarily  interested  in  the  report  printed  in  another  part  of  this 
issue  of  the  result  of  the  interviews  between  the  deputed  members  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council  and  the  representatives  of  the  wholesale 
houses,  concerning  the  retail  trade  done  by  wholesale  firms.  It  will 
be  in  the  recollection  of  our  readers  that  the  question  figured 
prominently  at  the  last  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  when  the 
probabilities  of  a  mutual  and  beneficial  understanding  between  the 
two  branches  were  talked  of,  and  the  suggestion  thrown  out  that 
either  a  conference  of  all  interested  or  separate  and  distinct  interviews- 
of  the  Council  with  the  wholesalers  should  be  arranged.  A  general 
meeting  in  conference  was  considered  impracticable,  and  the  Council,, 
setting  judiciously  to  work,  appointed  meetings  with  representatives 
of  the  four  principal  drug  houses  for  the  afternoon  of  July  28th.  The 
members  of  the  Council  who  found  it  convenient  to  attend  went  from, 
firm  to  firm  as  a  deputation,  and  met  with  the  utmost  attention  and 
courtesy.  It  was  necessary  for  the  interviewers  to  have  their  ideas- 
formulated,  and  of  these  the  basis  was  wholesale  and  retail  definitions,. 
viz.,— “  A  wholesale  transaction  to  mean  one  in  which  a  wholesale 
house  sells  an  article  for  trade  purposes,”  and  a  retail  transaction, 
when  a  firm  sells  direct  to  a  consumer.”  The  whole  ground  was 
practically  covered  by  these  propositions,  and  they  were  accepted 
without  qualification  by  the  interviewed.  It  was  further  agreed  in. 
each  instance  that  towards  the  due  fulfillment  of  these  conditions  the 
wholesale  firms  should,  in  the  case  of  casual  unknown  buyers,  require 
an  order  in  writing  on  a  billhead,  or  one  bearing  the  traders  stamp. 
Considering  that  this  was  the  first  official  interview  with  the  firms,  it 
isdifficult  to  see  how  the  subject  could  have  been  taken  further  without 
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collision.  Some  time  back  we  suggested,  in  the  absence  of  a  better 
arrangement,  that  the  question  might  be  solved  by  the  wholesale 
houses  fixing  a  retail  schedule  in  keeping  with  the  hona  fide  retail 
prices,  but  this  course,  it  appears,  was  not  thought  workable.  One 
gentleman  said  he  had  no  faith  in  fixing  a  retail  price,  so  as  not  to 
undersell  the  chemists  and  druggists,  nor  did  he  think  it  possible  to 
define  a  wholesale  transaction  on  the  basis  ot  quantity.  While 
admitting  the  obstacles  in  the  way  of  coming  to  an  understanding  as 
to  wholesale  quantities  in  the  various  goods  stocked,  we  are  still 
unable  to  conclude  that  it  would  be  anything  like  impossible  to  fall 
into  line  with  the  retailers’  prices.  However,  this  aspect  of  the  case 
need  not  be  revived  in  face  of  the  agreement  as  to  wholesale  and 
retail  sales,  and  it  is  more  than  satisfactory  to  know  that  the  firms 
waited  upon  have  no  wish  to  run  counter  to  pharmacists  in  retailing, 
as  it  not  only  gives  trouble,  but  is  considered  unprofitable.  The 
privileges  heretofore  extended  to  nurses  are  to  be  curtailed.  Except 
in  the  purchase  of  surgical  instruments,  and  as  the  bearers  of  hospital 
orders,  the  “Nitingales”  will  have  their  wings  clipped,  and  the 
enema  and  thermometer  grievance  should  disappear.  The  wholesale 
houses  will  not  supply  them  under  ordinary  circumstances  with  any 
goods  stocked  by  retailers,  and  when  these  facts  become  known 
throughout  the  institutions,  the  practice  of  tripping  along  O’Connell- 
street  for  every  small  sick-room  necessity  ought  to  die  out.  The 
wholesale  houses  are  in  accord  in  assuring  the  Council  that  they  are 
desirous  of  removing  even  the  suspicion  of  retailing,  and  this  out¬ 
spoken  assurance  will  give  eminent  satisfaction  to  the  trade.

Glad  tidings  for  smokers.  The  Victorian  branch  of  the  British 
Medical  Association  has  decided  that  members  may  smoke  at  all 
the  meetings  after  the  living  exhibits — the  patients — have  been  shown.. 
This  resolve  is  not  the  outcome  of  any  fad,  or  sudden  and  unpremedi¬ 
tated  move  ;  it  is  the  solemn  well  digested  conclusion  of  an  eminent 
body  of  men,  who,  like  the  members  of  the  Physiological  Society  of 
London,  are  alive  to  the  comforts  derived  from  a  cigar  and  pipe,  and 
members  frankly  admit  that  it  will  be  the  means  of  creating  a  better 
attendance  and  more  interest  in  the  proceedings  of  the 
Association.  Dr.  O’Hara  was  the  prime  mover,  and  he  justified  his 
action  on  the  ground  of  his  firm  conviction  that  smoking  would 
materially  benefit  the  meetings  and  create  a  greater  spirit  of  honhomie- 
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and  good  fellowship  than  had  existed.  The  only  objection  raised  to 
the  proposal  was  that  it  might  lower  the  dignity  of  the  Association, 
but  this  was  easily  disposed  of.  Dr.  Harbinson  delivered  a  lengthy 
speech  in  favour  of  smoking,  treating  the  meeting  freely  to  his  views 
on  the  beneficial  effects  of  the  judicious  use  of  the  seductive  weed 
and  its  sedative  operation  on  an  overworked  or  worried  brain.  After 
meals  it  promoted,  or  at  least  facilitated  digestion,  inasmuch  as  the 
glands  of  the  stomach,  being  reflexly  stimulated,  poured  out  an 
additional  supply  of  gastric  juice.  He  appropriately  prescribed  : — 

For  each  a  smoke  I  prescribe  ;  ter  in  die  et  post  cib. 

He  drew  some  happy  pictures  of  the  club  smoke  room,  and  the

August.  Present — Messrs.  Butcher  (in  the  chair),  Bellemey,  Brothwood, 
Beard,  Jones,  Marshall,  Williams,  Willows  and  Withers. 

MINUTES. 

The  minutes  of  the  July  meeting  were  confirmed. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Among  a  large  number  of  letters  inward  were  the  following  : — 

From  the  Under  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  notifying  the  removal  of 
bluestone  from  the  scheduled  poisons. 

From  Mr.  H.  Plummer,  of  Western  Australia,  stating  that  the  West 
Australian  Board  would  not  recognise  the  registration  of  N.S.W.  chemists 
who  were  admitted  on  the  qualification  of  being  in  business  prior  to  and 
up  to  1876,  when  the  “  Sale  and  Use  of  Poisons  Act”  was  passed. 

From  Mr.  Hamlet,  the  Government  Analyst,  stating  that  the  material 
sent  him  by  the  police  at  Lismore  for  analysis  in  connection  with  an  alleged 
breach  of  the  law  was  not  white  precipitate  but  oxide  of  zinc. 

"fhe  letters  outwaid  covered  a  variety  of  ordinary  business  and  police 
matters. 

EXAMINATION  PETITION. 

Four  young  men,  who  failed  at  the  recent  final  examination,  wrote, 
petitioning  for  the  holding  of  an  examination  in  September. 

The  Board  gave  the  request  due  consideration,  and  decided  that  it 
would  be  inconvenient  to  arrange  for  it  in  time.  The  petitioners  must 
wait  for  the  December  examination. 

POISONS  CERTIFICATES. 

M.  O’Reilly,  of  Cobargo,  was  granted  a  storekeeper’s  license. 

W.  Tait,  of  Parkes,  who  is  managing  a  pharmacy  for  Mr.  W.  Ue 
Beare,  of  Orange,  was  refused,  as  the  necessary  qualification  was  not 
forthcoming. 

J.  J.  Ormiston,  of  Tumut,  was  refused  a  storekeeper’s  license,  owing 
to  a  chemist  being  in  the  to;wn  named. 

Ur.  Perry,  of  Boggabri,  was  granted  a  license  for  the  current  year  on 
the  usual  terms. 

chemists’  and  druggists’  registration. 

W.  Burgin,  pharmaceutical  chemist  of  Great  Britain,  complied  with 
the  conditions  of  the  Act,  and  was  ordered  to  be  registered. 
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F.  W.  Beedel,  of  Sydney,  was  refused  registration,  the  Board  having 
no  power  to  recognise  those  who  were  assistants  at  the  time  of  the  passing 
of  the  Act. 

Frederick  Bernard  Scales  applied  on  the  ground  that  he  was  in 
business  in  London  in  1876,  and  had  held  responsible  positions  in  this 
colony  since  that  time.  Not  being  eligible  under  the  Act,  the  applicant 
I  was  refused. 

BLUESTONE. 

The  removal  of  bluestone  from  the  poisons  schedule  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  without  consulting  the  Board,  gave  rise  to  a  short  discussion,  in 
1  which  members  deprecated  the  action  of  the  authorities  in  ignoring  them. 
It  was  generally  felt  that  the  Board,  who  give  their  time  and  attention  to 
the  work  without  fee  or  reward,  should  at  least  receive  courtesy  from  the 
Government. 

REPORTS. 

The  Secretary  reported  his  inability  to  ascertain  the  addresses  of 
eighty-five  pharmacists  whose  names  appear  on  the  Register. 

It  was  also  reported  that  the  following  persons,  who  had  been 
registered,  were  since  deceased: — Evan  Prosser,  John  Birkell,  Wm. 
Blowden,  Leon  Borngolf,  Nelson  C.  Dwyer,  W.  B.  Edwards,  Charles 
Fartiere,  Benjamin  Fawcett,  J.  B.  Hudson,  Richard  Hunter,  H.  Maynard, 
Peter  Pizer,  Edward  Rowling,  T.  W.  Wilding,  J.  C.  Williams,  August  Wise, 
and  G.  E.  Wright. 

Some  of  these  deaths  were  not  previously  reported,  and  the  names 
were  allowed  to  remain  on  the  Register.  In  one  instance  the  death  took 
place  16  years  ago. 

MASTERS  AND  APPRENTICES. 

Mr.  Brothwood  said  he  thought  it  was  necessary  that  some  step  should 
be  taken  to  make  masters  and  apprentices  more  familiar  with  the  law  of 
apprenticeship  under  the  Act.  It  did  not  appear  to  be  generally  known 
that  apprentices  could  not  be  registered  until  they  had  passed  the  pre¬ 
liminary  examination,  and  the  result  in  many  cases  was  that  young  men 
lost  a  good  deal  of  time  through  being  indentured  without  presenting 
themselves  for  the  necessary  qualification  in  aspiring  to  become  chemists 
and  druggists. 

After  discussion  it  was  decided  to  send  a  circular  letter  to  every 
qualified  chemist  in  the  colony,  calling  attention  to  the  matter,  and  setting 
out  the  law  on  the  subject. 

THE  REGISTRARSHIP. 

Mr.  Marshall  thought  it  was  time  they  proceeded  to  the  nomination 
of  a  gentleman  to  fill  the  office  of  Registrar  left  vacant  by  the  death  of  the 
late  Mr.  Pinhey.  The  Council  had  elected  Mr.  Forster  as  Secretary  to  the 
Society,  and  he  wished  to  move  that  Messrs.  Butcher,  Brothwood  and 
Bellemey  be  appointed  to  interview  the  Public  Service  Board,  and 
recommend  that  gentleman. 
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Mr.  Williams  took  exception  to  the  suggestion,  and  claimed  that  it  was 
quite  out  of  order.  No  notice  that  such  important  business  was  going  to 
take  place  had  been  sent  out,  and  the  motion  for  recommending  any 
person  could  not  be  dealt  with.  The  Council  had  taken  upon  itself  the 
the  election  of  Mr.  Forster  ^s  Secretary,  and  in  the  absence  of  any  business 
notice  that  such  election  would  take  place  at  the  last  Council  meeting,  was 
null  and  void.  He  said  he  took  his  stand  as  a  matter  of  principle,  and 
would  insist  on  the  business  being  carried  out  legally. 

Mr.  Marshall  gave  way  with  his  motion,  and  submitted  a  notice  of 
.motion  for  the  next  Board  meeting. 

Mr.  Bellemey  made  some  pertinent  private  remarks  anent  the  office  of 
.Registrar,  and  the  meeting  closed. 

Pharmaceutical  Society. 

The  regular  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  on  the  i8th  inst., 
when  there  were  present — Mr.  Butcher  (President),  and  Messrs. 
Broth  wood,  Jones,  Withers,  Williams,  Wells,  Short,  and  Marshall. 

MINUTES. 

The  minutes  of  the  former  meeting  were  read  and  confirmed.

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PRELIMIMARY  EXAMINATION. 

The  preliminary  examination  was  set  down  lor  the  26th  Sep¬ 
tember. 

THE  PRELIMINARY  EXAMINER. 

The  University,  Sydney, 

August  4,  1896. 

Gentlemen. — I  think  it  would  be  useful  to  candidates- 
for  the  preliminary  examination  held  by  the  Pharmacy  Board, 
to  notice  particularly,  that  in  the  Latin  paper  a  mere  trans¬ 
lation  of  the  author  set  for  the  examination  is  not  sufficient. 
They  must  be  able  to  parse  fully  and  accurately  words 
taken  from  the  author,  and  also  to  translate  accurately  into  Latin, 
simple  English  sentences,  the  translation  of  which  renders  a  knowledge 
of  the  most  important  Latin  constructions  necessary.  Particular  im¬ 
portance  is  attached  to  these  latter  parts  of  the  paper.  If  the  rules 
of  the  Society  allow  the  change  to  be  made,  I  should  like  to  suggest 
that  candidates  who  have  passed  in  two  out  of  the  three  subjects- 
be  permitted  to  present  themselves  for  examination  in  the  3rd 
subject  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  i  is.  The  Senate  of  the 
University  has  granted  me  leave  of  absence  until  the  begining  of 
March,  and  I  beg  to  apply  to  the  Council  for  leave  from  the  ex¬ 
amination  to  be  held  in  December.  The  Senate  has  granted  me  this- 
leave  in  order  that  I  may  carry  on  research  in  my  university  work  in 
Italy  and  Greece.  If  the  Board  will  be  good  enough  to  grant  me 
this  absence  and  cares  for  me  to  suggest  the  name  of  a  suitable  ex¬ 
aminer  to  carry  on  my  work  while  I  am  away,  I  should  like  to 
mention  the  name  of  Mr.  Peden,  B.A. ,  who  has  been  appointed  by 
the  University  to  do  my  work  as  a  lecturer  and  examiner  during  my 
period  of  leave.  Mr.  Peden  is  a  University  Lecturer  and  Examiner  of 
experience,  and  is  one  of  the  most  distinguished  graduates  of  the 
University.  He  has  been  an  examiner  for  the  Senior  and  Junior  ex¬ 
aminations  for  some  years.  I  shall  be  glad,  if  the  Board  grants  my 
request,  to  prepare  the  examination  papers  for  the  examination,  and 
leave  them  under  seal  with  the  Secretary  till  the  time  of  examination.

The  leave  was  granted,  and  Mr.  Peden  accepted.

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AMERICAN  PHARMACEUTICAL  ASSOCIATION. 

The  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association  was  received  with  thanks,  and  ordered  to  be  ac¬ 
knowledged 

ELECTION  OF  SECRETARY — Motion  to  Rescind. 

Mr.  Williams  moved — “  That  the  resolution  of  the  July  meetmg^ 
appointing  Mr.  Adam  Forster,  Secretary,  be  rescinded.  He  ex¬ 
plained  that  the  election  had  not  been  made  in  compliance  with  the 
rules  of  the  Society,  as  no  mention  of  such  important  business  was 
set  down  in  the  summons,  calling  the  meeting. 

Mr.  Marshall  claimed  that  the  motion  was  out  of  order.  The 
gui^uions  received  by  him  did  not  include  the  motion.  It  merely 
stated,  “  Motion  by  Mr.  Williams,  reelection  of  Secretary.” 

The  President  said  it  was  by  his  orders  that  the  notices  of  the 
business  were  sent  out  in  that  form.  Every  member  knew  what  was- 
coming  on. 

Mr.  Marshall  withdrew  his  point  of  order  under  these  circum¬ 
stances.  He  was  equally  anxious  with  the  mover  to  see  the  business 
done  legally,  but  he  couldn’t  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  the  strict 

reading  of  the  rules  in  these  matters  had  not  previously  been  enforced,, 
otherwise  his  July  motion  would  have  been  duly  notified. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Wells  said,  apart  from  the  notice  to  rescind  the  motion,  he 
had  intended  to  show  at  this  meeting  that  the  resolution  was  invalid, 
on  the  ground  that  the  Chairman,  in  putting  the  motion,  did  not  ask 
for  a  show  of  hands  against  it.  Mr.  Jones,  Mr.  Bellemey,  and  he,  did 

not  vote. 

The  President  said  he  called  for  ayes  and  noes  in  the  usual  way, 
and  not  hearing  any  dissenting  voices,  understood  the  vote  was 

unanimous. 

MOTION  TO  ELECT. 

Mr.  Williams  moved — ''That  Mr.  Forster  be  elected  Secretary.” 
He  said  :  I  thought  fit  to  place  this  motion  on  the  business  paper,„ 
firstly,  because  I  gave  notice  to  rescind  the  resolution  passed  at  the 
last  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  secondly,  because  I  took  it,  that  the 
members  as  a  whole,  were  agreed  in  the  matter.  Seeing  it  stated 
that  the  vote  was  unanimous,  I  concluded  that  it  must  be  so,  other¬ 
wise  a  motion  of  such  serious  importance  would  not  have  been 
termed  unanimous.  I  have  nothing,  whatever,  to  say  against  Mr. 
Forster.  Since  he  has  been  here  he  has  tried  to  do  his  duty,  and 
as  far  as  I  can  see  he  has  been  fairly  successful.  It  is  for  you  to  say 
whether  or  not  you  think  fit  to  vote  in  favour  of  it.  I  felt  it  my  duty 
to  submit  the  motion,  as  you  had  already  signified  your  intention 
that  Mr.  Forster  should  be  Secretary. 
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Mr.  Brothwood  seconded. 

The  President  asked  for  a  show  of  hands  for  and  against  the 
motion,  and  declared  it  carried  unanimously. 

After  dealing  with  two  applications  for  assistance  from  the 
Benevolent  Fund,  the  meeting  ended.

A  Chemists’  Assistant  (unregistered)  in  London  was  recently 
fined  ^5  and  costs  for  selling  2d.  worth  of  laudanum,  although  the  sale 
was  said  to  have  been  made  under  the  supervision  of  the  master. 

Antikamnia. — The  Australian  Drug  Co.,  has  been  appointed 
agents  for  this  new  American  specific,  and  are  in  possession  of  ample 
stocks.  Antikamnia  is  being  extensively  advertised  throughout  the 
colonies. 

Messrs.  Elliott  Bros,  new  laboratory  at  Balmain  will  be  opened 
next  month  in  full  working  order.  The  finishing  touches  are  now  being 
put  in,  and  we  hear  on  good  authority  that  the  firm  intend  inviting  the 
irade  to  inspect  it.  ' 
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Sodium  Salicylate  in  water  has  actually  been  registered  as  a 
patent  medicine  by  Mr.  Richardson,  of  London,  for  the  cure  of  rheumatism 
Rather  rich,  isn’t  it  ? 

A  Doctor  in  England  charged  3s.  6d.  for  bottles  of  medicine,  and 
sued  a  patient  to  recover  this  price.  The  patient  proved  that  he  could  get 
the  same  medice  at  the  chemists  for  is.  The  doctor  got  the  verdict  all 
the  same. 

In  our  May  Issue  a  paragraph  appeared  stating  that  Mr.  F.  Pitney 
Martin  had  severed  his  connection  ”  with  Mr.  H.  B.  Sleeman  of  London, 
and  we  are  requested  by  Mr.  Sleeman  to  announce  that  it  was  he,  and  not 
Mr.  Martin  who  terminated  the  agreement. 

The  Victorian  Pharmacy  Board  have  accepted  the 
Tasmanian  University  Examination  Certificate  of  Allan  Greaves  in  lieu  of 
their  preliminary  examination.  The  subjects  passed  embraced  more  than 
was  required  by  the  Board.  Another  link  in  the  reciprocal  chain. 

Malpractice. — A  “  ladies’  specialist,”  known  as  Jane  Smith,  of 
Botany-street,  was  convicted  at  the  recent  criminal  sessions  for  usuing  an 
instrument  for  an  unlawful  purpose  on  a  woman  named  Powdich,  and 
sentenced  to  three  years  hard  gaol  labour. 


The  Authorities  in  Russia  are  prohibiting  the  importation  of 
certain  British  and  Colonial  articles  such  as  Eucalyptus,  Honey,  Matthews’ 
Fuller’s  Earth,  &c.  German,  French,  and  Italian  preparations  are  being 
treated  likewise,  presumably  on  account  of  adulteration. 

The  Opium  Bill  before  the  Legislature  of  South  Australia  proposes 
to  restrict  the  importation  of  the  drug,  except  for  medicinal  purposes.  One 
of  the  “Lords”  strongly  opposes  this  provision  on  the  ground  that  opium 
is  used  in  photography,  and  might  be  required  for  scientific  purposes.  In 
what  respect  is  opium  used  in  photography  ? 

Strychnine  Poisoning. — A  young  man  named  George  Horsley, 
•warrant  officer  in  the  Permanent  Artillery,  died  during  the  month  from  the 
effects  of  strychnine.  T'he  evidence  at  the  inquest  showed  that  he  had 
taken  a  big  dose  of  strychnine  Before  his  death  he  made  a  statement 
that  he  took  the  poison  in  mistake  for  Epsom  salts. 

Eucalyptus  Oil  figured  extensively  in  the  city  of  London  County 
Court  on  June  26th.  Mr.  R.  H.  Gate,  of  Parke  Lane,  agent  for  an 
Australian  Eucalyptus  firm,  sued  a  dozen  chemists  for  various  sums  for  oil 
supplied.  The  defendants  showed  that  the  oil  was  left  with  them  “  on  sale 
or  return,”  and  plaintiff' lost  every  case  with  costs  against  him. 

School  of  Dentistry.— At  the  Board  Meeting  of  the  Sydney 
Hospital  Directors,  held  on  the  4th  ult.,  it  was  resolved  : — “  That  the 
President  (Sir  Arthur  Renwick),  place  himself  in  communication  with  the 
Sydney  University.  Professors,  with  a  view  to  formulating  a  scheme  for  the 
establishment  of  a  School  of  Dentistry  in  connection  with  the  Sydney 
Hospital.” 
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A  Heavy  Penalty. — Thomas  S.  Brade,  manager  for  Gaulter  &  Co., 
of  Fleetwood  (Eng.),  was  recently  fined  ^lo  for  selling  two  bottles  of 
Winslow’s  Syrup.  He  gave  the  Society  a  lot  of  trouble,  and  the  costs 
awarded  against  him  amounted  to  over  ;£^ioo.  Brade  has  since  disappeared, 
and  the  Society  is  left  to  pay  the  costs. 

A  Worthy  Example. —  Mr.  J.  White,  the  President  of  the  Pharma¬ 
ceutical  Society  of  South  Australia,  as  a  mark  of  appreciation  for  the 
honour  of  being  elected  President,  has  generously  decided  to  give  two 
prizes  annually,  gold  and  silver  medals,  for  the  next  few  years  to  the 
students  who  prepare  the  best  samples  of  six  galenical  preparations  of  the 
British  Pharmacopeia,  and  write  the  best  essays  thereon.  The  Council  is 
to  name  the  list  of  preparations  to  be  made,  and  judge  on  the  merits  of 
the  work. 

Serious  Offence. — A  man  named  John  Kent,  56,  described  as- 
a  chemist,  was  charged  at  the  Newtown  Police  Court  on  the  19th, 
before  Mr.  Addison,  S.M.,  with  having  assaulted  a  girl  of  10  years,  named 
Elizabeth  Yates,  in  Erskineville  Park,  Erskineville,  on  the  i8th  instant. 
The  solicitor  for  the  defence  applied  for  a  remand  on  the  ground  that 
accused  had  recently  been  discharged  from  the  Receiving  House,  and  de¬ 
sired  to  call  medical  evidence  as  to  the  state  of  his  mind.  Accused  was 
remanded. 

In  Bankruptcy. — Ernest  Charles  Handem  Spearman,  described  as^ 
an  analytical  chemist,  was  examined  in  the  Bankruptcy  Court  on  the  13th 
as  to  his  affairs,  and  a  guarantee  of  ^300  to  Mrs.  Haley  in  connection 
with  a  “  Sydney  tea  rooms.”  Bankrupt  said  he  was  dismissed  from  his 
employment  at  the  Sugar  Co.  on  the  ground  that  the  chemicals  did  not 
agree  with  him.  In  answer  to  questions,  he  said  “  he  had  heard  a  report: 
that  he  was  coming  into  ;£'3oo,ooo  from  his  uncle  in  England,  and  did  not 
contradict  it.” 

City  Food  Supplies. — Several  raids  have  been  made  by  the 
city  authorities  on  foods  exposed  for  sale  but  unfit  for  human  consumption* 
Recently  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  seized  ten  cases  of  raisins,  two  cases 
of  dates,  and  a  large  box  of  tea  at  an  auction  room.  They  were  submitted 
to  Dr.  Gwynne-Hughes,  the  city  health  officer,  and  condemned,  and  were 
afterwards  destroyed  at  the  Moore  Park  tip.  A  few  days  ago  41  barrels  of 
decayed  beef  and  pork,  weighing  2  tons  3  cwt.,  were  also  seized  at  auction, 
and  destroyed. 

The  Supreme  Court  Judgment,  in  the  case  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Society  v.  Fox,  is  to  the  effect  that  Kay’s  Essence,  which 
is  a  lapsed  patent,  cannot  be  regarded  as  coming  within  the  exemption 
which  is  provided  for  “patent  medicines”  in  the  Pharmacy  Act.  Up  to  the 
time  the  patent  lapsed.  Kay’s  Essence  could  be  sold  by  grocers,  but  when 
it  lapsed  the  case  was  different.  Fox  w^as  fined  ^^r  selling  it,  and 
unsuccessfully  appealed.  The  compound  is  no  longer  a  patent  medicine,, 
and  Kay  Bros,  are  calling  in  all  stocks  held  by  grocers,  &c. 
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Accident  to  Dr.  Clubbe. — A  bicycle  ridden  by  Mr.  Cruickshank, 
M.P.,  at  Woollahra  some  days  back,  scared  Dr.  Clubbe’s  horse,  and  the 
animal  bolting  furiously  pitched  the  driver  out  of  the  buggy.  Dr.  Clubbe 
was  trying  to  get  out  over  the  back  of  the  seat  when  the  vehicle  was  brought 
into  violent  collision  with  a  culvert,  and  he  was  thrown  heavily  upon  the 
kerbing  and  knocked  insensible.  A  wound  in  his  head  necessitated  stitch¬ 
ing.  When  he  recovered  consciousness  he  was  conveyed  home  to 
Macquarie-street,  where  he  was  confined  to  his  room  for  some  days. 

The  Preliminary  Examination. — The  result  of  the  letter 
written  by  Mr.  Lloyd,  B.A.,  LL.B.  (preliminary  examiner)  to  the  Pharma¬ 
ceutical  Council,  concerning  the  standard  of  the  preliminary  examination, 
and  which  was  published  in  the  last  number  of  this  journal,  has  been  the 
raising  of  the  standard  of  marks  by  8  per  cent.  Masters  who  contemplate 
taking  apprentices  should  not  fail  to  explain  to  intending  apprentices  and 
their  parents  that  a  good  sound  knowledge  of  the  subjects  specified  in  the 
examination  is  absolutely  necessary. 

The  Pharmacy  Bill. — Replying  to  a  question  put  by  Mr. 
Ewing,  M.P.,  on  the  afternoon  of  the  12th,  the  Premier  said  that  it  was  his 
intention  to  introduce  the  Pharmacy  Bill  this  session,  but  that  it  would 
have  to  wait  till  more  important  measures  had  been  disposed  of.  Mr.  Reid 
.also  furnished  the  desired  information  that  existing  and  vested  rights  would 
be  recognised  in  the  Bill,  and  that  foreign  diplomas  would  be  accepted  if 
tthey  were  considered  the  equivalent  of  the  standard  of  qualification 
required  here. 

Medical  Practitioners’  and  Chemists’  Bill.— Referring  to 
this  Bill  brought  forward  in  the  New  Zealand  Parliament  by  Mr.  Hogg, 
Sharland's  journal,  says  The  demand  that  prescriptions  shall  be 
written  in  English,  and  that  pharmacists  shall  be  required  to  state  in 
English  the  contents  of  every  bottle  of  medicine  put  up  by  them  can  only 
be  characterised  as  a  piece  of  impertinent  and  ignorant  interference — as 
ridiculous,  as  it  is  uncalled  for — with  two  classes  of  the  community  whose 
just  claims  to  suitable  protective  legislation.  Government  has  in  the  past 
persistently  and  wantonly  ignored. 

The  Butler  Divorce. — The  notorious  Butler  case  was  revived  in 
Parliament  on  the  12th  by  Mr.  Haynes,  who  asked  the  Minister  for  Justice 
if  it  was  a  fact  that  ex-solicitor  Rofe,  whose  sentence  of  five  years  imprison¬ 
ment  was  suspended  under  the  First  Offenders  Act  was  allowed  to  visit 
Butler  in  the  gaol,  and  also  whether  or  not  he  was  associated  with  the 
proceedings  on  Butler’s  side,  as  against  the  action  of  the  Crown  in  seeking 
to  quash  the  decree  which  was  granted  to  Butler  prior  to  his  conviction  for 
.conspiring  to  defame  and  wrong  his  wife.  The  minister  promised  to  make 
inquiries,  and  subsequently  stated  that  it  was  Mr.  Rofe,  sen.,  who  had  visited 
Butler  in  the  gaol.  The  Crown  proceedings  against  the  decree  nisi  given 
Butler  were  successful.  The  Divorce  Court  discharged  the  decree  on  the 
19th,  after  re-opening  and  going  fully  into  the  merits  of  the  case. 
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Every  Inch  a  Fact. — Writing  to  the  Sunday  Times  a  correspondent 
says  :-^AWii]e  in  a  chemist’s  shop  about  a  week  ago  the  assistant  showed 
me,  and  asked  me  to  sign,  a  petition  to  the  Legislative  Assembly  for  an 
amendment  or  alteration  of  the  Act  applying  to  his  profession.  It  is  rather 
alarming  to  hear  that  there  is  practically  nothing  to  prevent  anybody  from’ 
opening  a  chemist’s  shop  without  any  knowledge  of  the  profession.  In  fact  not 
long  ago  a  person  who  had  been  a  mechanic  started  a  chemist’s  shop  with¬ 
out  any  previous  training.  Surely  this  is  a  highly  dangerous  state  of  things, 
and  should  be  rectified.” 

Cancer  Treatment. — Dr.  Tremearne,  of  Creswick,  Victoria,  is 
experimenting  on  cancers  and  tumors  with  methylene  blue  and  the  six 
patients  under  his  care  at  the  begining  of  the  month  exhibited  marked  im¬ 
provement.  On  the  3rd  inst.  the  Daily  Telegraph  reprinted  from  the 
Ballarat  Courier  the  whole  facts  of  this  new  treatment  for  cancer.  Dr. 
'Tremearne  states  that  pain  ceases  with  singular  rapidity  after  the  powder  is 
injected  into  the  cancer,  and  gives  patients  great  relief  and  ease.  The 
doctor  is  not  yet  able  to  say  that  it  is  an  absolute  cure,  but  is  pleased 
beyond  expectations  with  the  singular  good  effects  produced  in  the  case  of 
six  patients.  (See  Pharmacy  Notes  this  issue.) 

A  Send  Off  . — Prior  to  leaving  for  America,  Mr.  E.  J.  Morgan, 
Dispenser  for  the  Metropolitan  District  of  the  Grand  United  Order  of 
Oddfellows,  was  tendered  a  smoke  concert  by  that  body.  Between  50  and 
60  of  Mr.  Morgan’s  friends  were  present,  and  the  feature  of  a  very 
pleasant  evening’s  entertainment  was  the  presentation  of  an  illuminated 
address,  accompanied  by  a  travelling  bag,  the  former  being  presented  on 
behalf  of  the  board  of  management,  and  the  latter  on  behalf  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  generally.  Mr.  Morgan  goes  to  America  for  the  purpose  of  qualifying 

for  medicine,  and  has  the  best  wishes  of  numerous  friends.

Value  of  Registration. — The  Secretary  of  the  Boadicea  Lodge 
U.  A.O.D.,  Woollahra,  has  written  the  following  letter  to  Mr.  R.  T.  Bellemey, 
Registrar  of  Pharmacy.  “  Dear  Sir, — As  my  lodge  has  under  its  consider¬ 
ation  the  appointment  of  three  chemists  for  the  eastern  suburbs  district 
and  selected  the  following  gentlemen  to  fill  the  position,  Messrs.  W.  C.- 
Cains,  W.  Bulgin  and  A.  King,  and  I  shall  be  extremely  obliged  if  you  will* 
kindly  and  officially  inform  me  if  these  gentlemen  are  registered  by  the 
Pharmacy  Board,  as  my  lodge  will  appoint  none  but  those  who  have  been 
duly  registered  in  the  colony  01  New  South  Wales.”  Mr.  Bellemey  replied 
the  chemists  named  are  duly  registered. 

Ausfralian  Botanic  Gardens.— Mr.  F.  M.  Bailey,  F.L.S.,. 
Government  Botanist  of  Queensland,  who  has  recently  returned  to  Brisbane 
from  a  tour  of  the  Australian  colonies,  has  furnished  the  Queenland  press 
with  his  impressions  of  the  different  Botanic  Gardens.  ,Mr.  Bailey  says 
the  Melbourne  Botanic  Gardens  are  superior  to  anything  in  Australasia, 
from  a  scientific  and  useful  point  of  view.  The  Sydney  Botanic  Gardens 
are  100  years  behind  them.  He  does  not  think  public  money  should  be 
spent  in  gardens  of  this  kind  unless  they  possess  educational  features.  A 
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few  years  ago  the  Victorian  Government  wisely  placed  an  experienced  man 
in  charge  of  its  public  gardens.  Given  the  necessary  facilities,  .we  have 
little  doubt  that  Mr.  J.  H.  Maiden,  the  new  curator,  will  catch  up  those  hun¬ 
dred  years  within  the  next  five. 

Corn  Cure  and  Toothache. — The  Malay,  Peter  Mattas,  who 
lost  his  life  at  Newcastle  recently  through  using  a  corn  lotion  of  salicylic 
acid,  collodion  and  Indian  hemp  for  toothache  on  the  recommendation  of 
a  travelling  corn-cure  man,  furnishes  another  illustration  of  the  danger  that 
ignorant  people  are  liable  to  in  the  hands  of  these  human  excrescences. 
The  semi-civilised  sailor  had  the  tooth  drawn  on  the  advice  of  Dr.  Eames,. 
and  almost  directly  after  he  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  hawker,  to  whom  five 
“bob’’  was  of  greater  moment  than  the  poor  sea-toiler’s  life.  It  is 
ossible  to  legislate  for  every  evil,  but  it  ought  surely  be  in  the  power  of 


..'^he  police  to  bail  up  these  hawkers,  demand  their  names,  and  scrutinise 
their  wares. 

Burroughs,  Wellcome  &  Co. — We  have  received  samples  of 
Messrs.  Burroughs  and  Wellcome’s  new  preparations  of  bitartrate  of 
lithia.  a  new  effervescing  tabloid,  also  tabloids  of  cocaine,  morphia,  and 
sodium  chloride,  in  three  strengths  for  the  production  of  local  anaesthesia, 
by  means  of  which  solutions  can  be  prepared  at  the  instant  they  are  re¬ 
quired.  One  tabloid  dissolved  in  loo  minins  of  water  yields  the  respective 
solution.  The  pancreas  substance  tabloids  is  another  prepartion  put  up  in 
bottles  of  loo,  5  grains  each.  Soloids  are  a  safe  and  convenient  method 
for  the  ready  preparation  of  many  antiseptic  solutions  used  in  surgical,, 
gynaecological,  and  sanitary  work.  The  soloids,  as  supplied  in  bottles,, 
are  made  of  characteristic  shape  and  colour  to  distinguish  them  from 
tabloids  intended  for  internal  administration. 

Alleged  Trespass  — Mary  Ann  Iveson  proceeded  against  Dr. 
Gaston  Lenhoff  for  the  recovery  of  £^o  in  the  District  Court  on  the  i8th^ 
on  the  ground  of  alleged  trespass  and  wrongful  seizure  of  goods  at  No.  12 
Mansfield-street,  Glebe  Point.  Mr.  James  (instructed  by  Mr.  Theo.  Eng¬ 
land)  appeared  for  the  plaintiff,  and  Mr.  Pring  (instructed  by  Mr.  W  G.. 
Parish)  lor  defendant.  The  facts  of  the  case  were,  shortly,  as  follow: — Dr.. 
Lenhoff  issued  a  summons  against  Stephen  Iveson,  husband  of  the  plaintiff,, 
for  £()  19s  6d.  medical  fees,  which  claim  was  disputed  on  the  ground  that 
the  charges  were  excessive.  Dr.  Lenhoff,  however,  obtained  a  verdict  for 
the  amount  claimed.  '  Mr.  Sullivan  was  in  court  when  the  case  came  on, 
and  appeared  for  Dr.  Lenhoff,  although  he  had  not  actually  made  out  the 
summons.  The  following  day  Mr.  Iveson  sent  a  cheque  to  Mr.  Sullivan 
for  the  amount  of  the  judgment,  with  costs.  Dr.  Lenhoff,  however,  ignorant 
of  this  fact,  issued  an  execution  against  Iveson,  and  put  a  bailiff  in  the  house, 
but  it  was  alleged  that  he  levied  on  goods  belonging  to  Mary  Ann  Iveson,. 
the  wife.  Mr.  I’ring  raised  the  point  that  the  husband  was  the  person  who 
should  sue,  and  His  Honour  upheld  the  contention,  non-suiting  the  plaintiff. 
It  appeared  that  Mrs.  Iveson  was  married  before  the  passing  of  the 
Married  Woman’s  Property  Act  of  1893,  and  His  Honor  held  that  section 
6  of  the  Act  governed  this  case. 
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Medical  Advertising. — At  the  July  meeting  of  the  Council  of 
the  N.S.W.  branch  of  the  British  Medical  Association,  a  circular  was 
submitted  for  consideration  from  Messrs.  Percy  and  Dearsley,  with 
reference  to  their  City  Street  Directory,  wherin  il  was  proposed  that  all 
business  premises  in  each  street  should  be  advertised  on  tablets  to  be 
erected  in  prominent  positions.  The  opinion  of  the  Council  was  invited 
concerning  the  propriety  of  members  of  the  medical  profession  having  their 
names  advertised  in  this  manner.  The  Council  after  discussion  agreed  to 
the  following  resolution  : — “  That,  with  reference  to  Messrs.  Percy  and 
Dearsley’s  City  Street  Directory,  wherin  special  stress  is  laid  in  their 
•circular  of  the  value  of  it  as  an  advertising  medium,  the  Council  wish  to 
direct  the  attention  of  the  members  of  the  following  by-law  (No.  36)  : — 
‘No  member  shall  be  a  party  to  the  appearance  of  a  notice  of  his  life  in 
the  public  press,  or  insert  any  advertisement  beyond  the  announcement  of 
a  change  of  address,  or  commencement  or  resumption  of  practice,’  and  to 
remind  members  that  the  insertion  of  their  names  in  the  Directory  will  be 
a  breach  of  the  by-law.” 

The  Chemist  and  the  Teller, — A  strange  case  came  before 
the  Albury  Debts  Court,  on  the  5th  ult.,  when  Evan  James,  described  as 
a  registered  chemist,  of  Victoria,  and  lately  in  the  employ  of  Thos. 
-Skeen,  an  Albury  chemist,  sued  D.  G.  Moore,  a  teller  in  the  local  A  J.S. 
Bank,  for  the  recovery  of  the  sum  of  ios.,  alleged  to  be  due  for 
medical  attendance.  James  said  that  he  had  been  requested  by  Moore  to 
treat  a  girl  for  certain  purposes,  and  that  he  had  agreed  to  pay  him  hand¬ 
somely  if  successful.  Witness  accordingly  gave  Moore  medicine  with 
instructions  how  to  use  it.  Moore  afterwards  told  him  that  the  treatment 
was  successful  James  then  sent  in  an  account  for  ^6  los.  ;  but  Mcore, 
he  alleged,  considered  the  charge  extortionate,  and  he  reduced  it  to 
^3  IOS.,  which  defendant  declined  to  pay.  When  questioned  by  the 
Bench,  James  said  what  he  did  was  customary  with  chemists.  It  was 
legitimate  business.  The  defendant  produced  a  receipt  signed  by  James 
showing  that  he  had  been  paid  los.  by  Moore  for  the  supply  of  medi¬ 
cines,  and  contended  that  the  other  charge  was  a  malicious  fabrication. 
The  Bench  dismissed  the  case. 

Rontgen  Rays  Experiments. — A  series  of  interesting  experi¬ 
ments  with  the  Rontgen  Rays  were  completed  at  Sydney  Hospital  on  the 
13th  by  Mr.  Schmidlin,  electrician,  of  Elizabeth-street.  Using  a  6  inch 
Rumkorff  induction  coil  and  a  Crooke  focus  tube  previously  exhausted,  he 
shadowgraphed  the  bullet  wound  on  the  inside  of  the  right  thigh  of 
Frederick  Atcheson,  the  victim  of  the  Tilpa  shooting  case.  Mr.  Schmidlin 
used  extra  rapid  full  plates,  and  allowed  half  an  hour  exposure  in  each  case. 
The  plate,  wrapped  in  specially  prepared  silk  and  paper  to  protect  it 
against  natural  light,  was  placed  immediately  beneath  the  patient’s  leg  on 
the  opposite  side  to  the  wound.  Then  the  wound  itself  was  laid  bare,  and 
with  the  patient  Stretched  at  full  length  in  bed,  and  perfectly  at  ease,  the 
duorescent  rays  were  flashed  intermittently,  and  a  splendid  shadowgraph 
picture  was  the  result.  The  bones  of  the  leg  were  very  clearly  defined, 
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and  the  bullet  itself  equally  so.  A  second  exposure  from  a  slightly  differ- 
'ent  position  was  afterwards  taken  with  another  full  plate  for  the  purpose  of 
showing  the  exact  angle  of  the  embedded  bullet  which  was  abstracted 
shortly  after.  Mr.  W.  S.  Filmer,  Electrical  Inspector  on  the  northern 
part  of  the  railways,  conducted  some  very  satisfactory  experiments  at 
Newcastle  recently.  A  Crooke’s  tube  was  used,  and  by  placing  the  eye  to 
a  camera,  in  which  a  fluorescent  screen  replaced  the  lens,  objects  held 
behind  a  woodens  lide  and  a  book  were  clearly  seen,  the  room  of  course 
being  darkened. 


THE  WHOLESALE  AND  RETAIL  QUESTION. 

THE  AGREEMENT. 

A  DEPUTATION  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  consisting  of  the 
President  {Mr.  Charles  Butcher),  Messrs.  W.  G.  Jones,  C.  A.  Marshall, 
'W.  Withers,  I.  R.  Willows,  and  the  Secretary  (Mr.  A.  Forster),  interviewed 
by  appointment  the  following  wholesale  firms  on  Tuesday,  July  28th  : — 
The  Australian  Drug  Co.,  Messrs.  Sayers,  Allport  &  Potter,  Messrs.  Elliott 
Bros.,  and  Mr.  Julius  Levy. 

The  President  (Mr.  Butcher),  in  introducing  the  deputation,  explained 
that  they  had  called  to  discuss  the  vexed  question  of  Retailing  by  Whole¬ 
sale  Houses.  Many  letters  had  been  received  by  the  Council  urging  them 
to  take  this  step,  and  they  felt  sure  that  the  large  firms  would  support  them, 
and  fall  in  with  certain  proposals  which  Mr.  Marshall  had  been  asked  to 
day  before  them. 

The  deputation  was  received  with  every  courtesy,  and  willingness  was 
immediately  expressed  by  the  above-mentioned  firms  to  do  everything  in 
their  power  to  remove  even  the  suspicion  of  retailing. 

Mr.  Marshall  said  that  in  the  first  instance  it  was  necessary  to  arrive 
at  a  mutual  understanding  regarding  the  definition  of  a  wholesale  and  a 
retail  transaction.  He  asked  the  firms  to  accept  the  following  definition, 
namely  : — A  wholesale  transaction  is  one  in  which  a  House  or  ¥irm  sells 
an  article,  great  or  small,  to  another  House  or  Firm,  who  in  turn  sells  to  a 
third  party.  But  when  a  House  or  Firm  sells  direct  to  the  consumer  or 
user,  that  constitutes  a  retail  transaction. 

This  definition  was  accepted  by  the  above  Wholesale  Firms  without 
reserve. 

Mr.  Marshall  then  asked,  that  to  facilitate  the  faithful  carrying  out  of 
the  definition  agreed  to,  that  no  goods  should  be  supplied  upon  a  verbal 
order,  except  to  recognised  buyers  from  business  houses  or  hospitals,  but 
to  insist  upon  the  order  being  written  on  stamped  or  headed  paper. 

Mr.  F.  Kemp,  the  Managing  Director  of  the  Australian  Drug  Co., 
stated  that  his  firm  did  not  desire  to  do  any  retailing,  and  that  he  had 
issued  stringent  orders  to  his  salesmen  that  before  supplying  any  orders 
they  should  ascertain  beyond  doubt  that  they  were  given  for  trade  purposes 
>only. 
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Mr.  Kemp  emphatically  said  ; — You  may  be  absolutely  certain  that 
every  means  in  our  power  will  be  taken  to  prevent  retail  transactions  in. 
the  future. ” 

He  agreed  to  the  proposals  of  the  deputation,  as  it  would  be  difficult 
to  arrive  at  an  understanding  in  any  other  way.  He  had  no  faith  in  fixing 
a  higher  price  for  retail  transactions,  so  as  not  to  undersell  retailers,  nor 
did  he  think  it  possible  to  define  a  wholesale  transaction  on  the  basis  of 
quantity. 

Regarding  supplying  nurses  with  goods,  Mr.  Kemp  stated  that  he  did 
not  wish  to  encourage  this  trade  ;  in  fact,  that  his  firm  only  sold  goods  to 
nurses  under  the  distinct  understanding  that  the  goods  were  for  their 
personal  use  in  their  avocation.  Upon  Mr.  Marshall  requesting  that  he 
would  agree  to  stop  supplying  nurses,  unless  they  brought  a  written  order 
from  a  Hospital  or  were  well  known  to  be  the  approved  buyers  for  a 
Hospital,  Asylum,  etc.,  Mr.  Kemp  said  that  he  had  no  objection  to  agree  to 
this  if  the  other  Wholesale  Houses  would  do  the  same.  Mr.  Kemp  said, 
in  conclusion,  that,  from  a  business  point  of  view,  he,  as  manager,  objected 
to  these  small  transactions.  They  did  not  pay,  as  they  would  require  too 
much  attention  and  labour  by  his  staff. 

Messrs.  Sayers,  Allport  &  Potter  said  that  they  thoroughly  agreed 
with  the  proposals  laid  before  them  by  the  deputation.  If  any  retailing  was 
done  by  their  firm  it  was  not  done  knowingly,  and  very  little  could  have 
taken  place,  certainly  not  los.  worth  a  month,  and  even  this  they  would 
take  steps  to  prevent.  The  firm  was  only  known  to  the  trade,  in  fact,, 
hardly  known  except  to  chemists.  The  general  public  did  not  know  their 
existence. 

Regarding  supplying  nurses  these  gentlemen  admitted  having  suppliedi 
them,  but  only  when  they  were  the  accredited  representatives  of  Hospitals,, 
buying  for  Hospitals,  and  having  been  specially  deputed  by  Hospitals.  It 
may  be  possible  that  a  nurse  has  bought  for  private  purposes,  but  she 
would  have  done  so  when  also  buying  for  a  Hospital. 

Mr.  Allport  said  : — “  We  are  not  known  to  the  public,  have  no* 
temptation  to  retail,  and  shall  not  do  it.” 

Mr.  George  Elliott,  ot  the  firm  of  Elliott  Bros.,  said  that  he  was 
pleased  to  meel  the  deputation,  in  order  to  discuss  the  question  of  retailing. 
He  said  that  his  firm  did  a  considerable  amount  of  business  with  small 
shopkeepers,  bird  fanciers,  ink  makers,  hawkers,  dyers,  etc.,  and  he  did  not 
see  his  way  clear  to  stop  this  business,  as  he  considered  these  sales  were 
made  for  trade  purposes. 

Mr.  Butcher  replied  that  it  was  not  their  intention  at  all  to  interfere 
in  these  cases,  as  all  sales  made  for  trade  purposes  would  not  come  under 
the  meaning  of  retail  transactions. 

Mr.  Elliott  declared  further  that  he  would  be  glad  to  check  retailing, 
as  if  he  encouraged  it  the  whole  place  would  be  full  of  it. 
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Upon  Mr.  Marshall’s  question  if  the  deputation  had  his  assurance 
that  the  firm  would  sell  only  for  trade  purposes,  in  the  terms  of  the 
definition,  Mr.  G.  Klliott  said: — “  My  wish  is  to  stop  even  the  suspicion  of 
retailing 

Regarding  nurses  Mr.  Elliott  said  that  he  had  considered  them  as 
entitled  to  certain  privileges,  and  he  still  would  supply  them  with  surgical 
instruments,  as  these  goods  would  otherwise  be  purchased  from  instrument 
makers,  and  the  chemists  would  have  no  benefit  by  the  firm  not  supplying: 
same.  But  he  would  give  strict  instructions  that  in  future  such  small 
articles  as  enemas,  bed  pans,  sick  room  appliances,  etc.,  which  are  stocked 
by  all  retail  chemists,  should  not  be  supplied. 

Mr.  Julius  Levy  agreed  with  the  deputation,  saying  that  he  objected 
to  selling  retail,  and  that  he  had  no  intention  to  do  that  style  of  business. 
He  said  : — “  I  do  not  like  to  sell  even  to  small  tradesmen,  because  it  costs 
too  much  time.  1  think  selling  by  retail  is  not  worth  the  risk  and  time  it 
causes/^ 

This  document  was  carefully  read  over  to  the  representatives  of  the 
different  firms  by  the  Secretary  (Mr.  A.  Forster),  and  agreed  to  by  them,, 
before  being  presented  to  the  Council  for  adoption. 

[Since  this  agreement  was  arrived  at,  slightly  more  than  the  “suspicion 
of  retailing”  has  been  witnessed  by  members  of  the  Council  at  one  whole¬ 
sale  house.  It  is  asserted  that  two  retail  transactions  were  made,  entirely 
at  variance  to  this  agreement ;  two  small  transactions  on  a  verbal  statement 
that  the  goods  were  required  “  for  trade  purposes.”  Even  on  the  best 
authenticated  statements  to  this  effect  we  cannot  give  full  particulars  or  i 
attempt  to  pass  judgment,  until  we  hear  the  other  side.  Words  and 
sentences,  however  clear  they  seem  to  one  party,  may  be  liable  to  different 
constructions  by  the  other  side,  and  in  view  of  certain  claimed  reservations- 
it  becomes  necessary  to  suspend  our  opinion.  The  representative  of  the 
firm  in  question  gave  the  open  sesame  to  the  deputation  in  respect  of  any 
future  alleged  transgression  of  this  honourable  understanding,  and  it  is 
imperative  on  the  Council,  before  deciding  that  the  agreement  has  been 
wilfully  broken,  to  at  least  indicate  the  instances  noted,  so  that  the  firm 
will  have  an  opportunity  of  explaining.  The  unqualified  desire  to  do  away 
with  any  “suspicion  of  retailing”  would  appear  to  cover  convenient 
constructions  and  loopholes  of  the  agreement,  and  until  we  know  more  of 
the  cases  mentioned  we  must  acquit  the  firm  ot  immediately  strangling  its 
own  well-digested  convictions. — Ed.]

The  mixture  of  the  two 
deliquesces. 
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“  Kr\ock  out  Drops.” — The  cause  of  an  extraordinary  sensation  in  parts 
of  the  United  States,  where  thieves  and  other  criminals  use  them,  are  made 
with  chloral  hydrate. 

flovusine. — A  French  patent  cleansing  fluid  containing  3.5  parts  of 
-saponin,  65  parts  of  water,  35  parts  of  alcohol  (96  per  cent),  894  parts  of 
benzine  and  6.5  parts  of  oil  of  myrbane  (nitrobenzene.) 

Cren^e  Iris. — This  much  advertised  toilet  article  is  said  to  consist  of 
0.5  per  cent,  of  borax,  2  per  cent,  of  powdered  soapstone,  10  per  cent,  of 
zinc  oxide,  and  87.5  per  cent,  of  glycerin  ointment  perfumed  with  extract 
of  tuberose. 

Lepra  Serum. — This  Serum,  prepared  by  Dr.  Canasquilla,  has  shown 
excellent  results  in  the  15  cases  of  leprosy  where  it  was  tried,  causing  rapid 
retrogression  of  the  disease.  Nothing  is  known  concerning  its  preparation. 
— Fharmaceutical  Era. 

l{esorcir|  Gan^phor. — transparent  liquid  obtained  by  fusing  together 
equal  quantities  of  Resorcin  and  Camphor  ;  especially  recommended  in 
place  of  mercurial  ointment  for  killing  head  lice,  since  it  acts  more 
promptly  and  is  non-irritating ;  it  is  likewise  of  value  in  pruritis. 

Silver  filtrate  for  Sweating  Feet. — An  eminent  French  authority  re¬ 
commends  the  following  : — Bathe  the  soles  of  the  feet  and  the  spaces 
between  the  toes  every  morning  with  a  10  per  cent,  alcoholic  solution  of 
Silver  Nitrate.  ITe  application  should  be  continued  until  the  horny  layer 
•formed  upon  those  parts  falls  off. — Mod.  Med.,  v.,  13. 

Alun]r\oi  ir\  Got|orrl](Ba.^ — ^Chotzen  finds  that  urethral  injection  of  a  i 
per  cent,  solution  of  alumnol  destroys  the  gonococci  without  increasing  the 
inflammation.  For  anterior  urethritis  a  i  or  2  per  cent,  solution  is  used, 
at  first  six  and  later  three  times  a  day.  In  posterior  urethritis  a  solution 
of  from  I  to  5  per  cent,  is  instilled,  or  alumnol  ichthyolate  is  employed. — 
Therap.  Gaz. 

To  Detect  TurrT\eric  in  Powdered  Drugs. — The  Jour7ial  de  Pharmacie  F 
A?ivers  recommends  the  following  process  for  the  detection  of  Turmeric  in 
powdered  rhubarb,  mustard,  etc.  :  Add  a  drop  of  oil  of  anise  or  fennel  to  a 
small  sample  of  the  suspected  powder  placed  on  a  glass  slip,  and  examine 
under  the  microscope  with  transmitted  light.  If  the  oil  is  coloured  yellow 
it  is  proof  positive  of  the  presence  of  Turmeric. 

Bisn\utf|  Subgallate  in  Dyspepsia. — Dr.  J.  F.  Griffin  {Med.  ojid  Siirg. 
Rep.)  says  that  in  long  standing  cases  of  functional  dyspepsia,  where  all 
other  remedies  have  failed,  he  relies  on  the  use  of  subgallate  of  bismuth  in 
lo-grain  doses,  either  in  capsule  or  tablet,  but  as  it  is  tasteless  the  powder 
taken  on  the  tongue  and  washed  down  with  water  is  quite  acceptable.  In 
flatulence  and  the  accompanying  pain,  large  doses  give  almost  immediate 
relief.  Since  usuing  this  he  has  abandoned  the  use  of  pepsin,  pancreatin, 
and  other  digestive  enzymes.  None  of  these  have  ever  given  complete 
satisfaction  and  many  of  them  are  totally  without  value. 
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IJeagent  for  Quinir\e. — Janarowski  [Phar.  Ztschr.  RussL')  prepares  a 
mixture  of  equal  parts  of  lo  per  cent,  solutions  of  sodium  hyposulphite  and 
copper  sulphate.  Of  this  freshly  prepared  Reagent  a  few  drops  are  added 
to  5  cc.  of  the  Quinine  solution,  if  this  alkaloid  (likewise  quinidin,  cin- 
chonidin  and  cinchonin)  be  present,  an  amorphous  yellow  precipitate 
forms.  This  precipitation  takes  place  not  only  in  aqueous,  but  also  in> 
chloroformic,  ethereal  and  alcoholic  solutions. 

BiGarbot\atG  of  Soda  for  Ordirjary  Colds. — Dr.  L.  Duncan  Bulkley 
strongly  recommends  the  use  of  Sooium  Bicarbonate  in  the  treatment  of 
ordinary  colds.  He  gives  20  to  30  gmins  dissolved  in  2  ounces  of  water 
every  half  hour  for  four  doses.  If  this  does  not  relieve  the  symptoms  he 
waits  two  to  four  hours  and  gives  another  four  doses  in  the  same  manner. 

It  is  rarely  necessary  to  repeat  this  more  than  once  or  twice.  Western 

Druggist. 

IVIetl]ylene  Blue. — Syn.  Tetramethylthionine  Chloride.  Dose  :  i  to  4 
grains ;  hypodermically,  i  grain.  An  aniline  derivative  in  bronze  green 
crystals,  forming  an  intense  blue  solution  in  water  ;  purified  from  zinc,  used 
in  its  manufacture.  It  has  been  recommended  as  an  analgesic  of  service 
in  rheumatism,  migraine,  neuralgia,  and  painful  nervous  affections  ;  has- 
also  been  used  in  malarial  fever,  ague,  nephritis  retinits  and  with  varying 

results. 

Methyl-Blue.— Methyl-Blue,  is  used  internally  as  an  antiseptic  in  dip- 
theria,  and  in  other  affections.  Dr.  H.  Beyer,  of  Staten  Island,  in  a  report 
published  in  Medical  News  (Philadelphia),  in  1891,  gave  the  remedy  its 
therapeutic  introduction.  The  directions  are  to  locally  apply  a  mixture  of 
2  parts  of  Methyl-blue  and  98  parts  fine  powdered  sugar  ;  Dr.  Beyer  also 
gives  it  to  patients  in  tablet  form.  The  remedy  is  also  used  in  cancer  and 
other  affections. — Notes  on  New  Remedies. 

Vinegar  as  Antidote  for  Carbolic  y\cid.— Vinegar  has  lately  been  re¬ 
commended  as  an  antidote  for  carbolic  acid  {Plr  Ztg).  For  this  purpose 
it  may  be  applied  by  means  of  a  camel’s-hair  brush  to  the  portions  of  the 
skin  or  mucous  membranes  affected  by  the  caustic  acid.  This  treatment 
is  said  to  prevent  the  formation  of  scars.  In  cases  of  internal  poisoning 
by  carbolic  acid,  it  is  stated  that  vinegar  mixed  with  an  equal  quantity  of 
water,  attenuates,  to  some  extent,  the  causticity  of  the  acid.  Where  this 
treatment  is  resorted  to,  the  stomach  should  be  subsequently  washed  out. 

Clutol,  or  Formaldehyde-Gelatine.— Forms  a  very  hard  transparent 
mass,  its  chemical  and  physiological  characteristics  being  entirely  novel 
Formaldehyde-Gelatine  is  a  very  stable  body  of  great  resistency.  Heat 
in  any  form  will  not  change  or  dissolve  it,  nor  is  it  acted  on  by  acids  or 
alkali.  The  secretions  of  the  animal  organism,  however,  will  continually 
liberate  Formaldehyde  so  that  it  renders  valuable  service  as  a  wound  disin¬ 
fectant.  Dr.  Schleich  has  used  it  in  powder  form  as  a  dusting  powder, 
and  states  that  it  is  possible  to  arrest  at  once  any  acute  process  of  suppu¬ 
ration  and  to  bring  about  the  asceptic  healing  of  any  wound  without  taking 
other  precautions. —  Western  Drug'-^ist. 
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Preparation  of  Platino-cyanides. — Arnulf  Schertel  describes  (Science)  a 
new  method  of  preparing  Platino-cyanides.  Platinum  chloride  is  precipi¬ 
tated  by  hydrogen  sulfide  at  6o  degrees  to  70  degrees  C.  and  the  well 
washed  platinum  sulfide  is  dissolved  in  a  warm  solution  of  potassium 
cyanide.  On  evaporation  the  potassium  Platino- cyanide  crystalizes  out, 
and  equal  parts  of  potassium  sulfide  and  potassium  thiocyanate  remain  in 
the  mother  liquor.  If  a  solution  of  barium  cyanide  is  used,  the  barium 
Platino-cyanide  is  obtained.  With  commercial  potassium  cyanide  con¬ 
taining  large  quantities  of  sodium  cyanide,  Schertel  obtained  the  beautiful 
•double  salt  sodio-platinic  cyanide  described  by  Martins.  In  view  of  the 
fluorescence  of  the  barium  and  other  salts  of  the  Platino-cyanides  under 
the  Roentgen  rays,  this  simple  method  of  preparation  is  of  considerable 
interest. 

CorT\pariso»|  of  Sulphonal  aqd  Trio»)al. — Webber  has  found  both  drugs 
serviceable,  but  they  differ  so  widely  in  their  detail  of  action  as  to  make 
them  respectively  applicable  to  widely  divergent  cases  of  insomnia.  A 
■comparison  indicates  in  which  instances  either  may  be  useful.  Sulphonal 
is  sparingly  soluble  in  cold  water  and  slow  in  action,  so  that  it  is  best  to 
give  the  dose  in  the  evening  before  bedtime.  The  effect  of  a  full  dose  is, 
however,  long  continued,  it  will  often  produce  sleep  on  the  second  night, 
sometimes  even  on  the  third.  Trional  is  much  more  soluble,  it  produces 
sleep  much  more  quickly,  even  within  a  few  minutes.  Its  action  is  less 
prolonged  than  sulphonal.  After  sulphonal  there  may  be  great  drowsiness 
during  the  day ;  this  is  less  likely  to  occur  after  trional,  and  is  much  less 
intense.  Trional  is  preferable  for  those  patients  who  have  a  difficulty  in 
getting  to  sleep  when  going  to  bed,  whereas  sulphonal  should  be  given  to 
those  who  wake  after  a  short  sleep  and  remain  wakeful.  The  effects  of 
trional  do  not  last  so  long,  nor  is  the  sleep  induced  of  such  length  as  with 
sulphonal.  In  either  case  the  dose  of  the  drug  is  from  10  to  20  grains, 
but  in  obstinate  cases  it  is  better  to  give  20  grains  at  once.  After  sul¬ 
phonal  there  is  often  cerebral  heaviness  and  distress.  This  is  much  less 
after  trional,  sometimes,  however,  it  occasions  slight  vertigo  before  sleep  is 
induced,  if  the  patient  rises  from  bed,  consequently  patients  should  not  be 
allowed  to  rise  after  taking  the  dose. — Bosi.  Surg.  Joiitii. 

The  Preservation  of  Chloroform. — Not  long  ago,  D.  B.  Dott  writes  in 
the  Pharmaceutical  fournal  that  L.  Allain  drew  attention  to  the  fact  that 
■sulphur,  added  in  the  proportion  of  one  to  a  thousand  of  chloroform,  acted 
as  a  preservative,  preventing  decomposition  in  chloroform  exposed  to  diffuse 
daylight  for  an  indefinite  period.  Allain  does  not  explain  the  action  of 
the  sulphur  As  it  had  been  demonstrated  that  oxygen  is  essential  to  the 
decomposition  of  chloroform  by  light,  and  that  chlorine  is  always  present 
at  the  earlier  stages  of  alteration,  it  seemed  probable  that  the  sulphuj- 
acted  as,  a  reducing  agent,  and  that  any  substance  slightly  soluble  in 
chloroform  and  readily  oxidizable  would  likewise  act  as  a  preservative.  I 
therefore  divided  some  pure  absolute  chloroform  in  four  bottles.  To  the 
first  was  added  a  minute  portion  of  morphine,  to  the  second  gallotannic 
acid,  to  the  third  hypophosphorous  acid,  and  the  fourth  was  left  pure  and 
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simple.  These  were  all  exposed  in  a  glass  case  to  diffused  daylight,  but 
where  occasionally  rays  of  direct  sunlight  reach.  After  a  few  weeks  the 
pure  chloroform  showed  signs  of  decomposition,  distinctly  evident  to  the 
nose  and  to  silver  nitrate.  None  of  the  others  had  decomposed,  and  even 
after  a  month’s  further  exposure  are  still  apparently  unaltered.  It  there¬ 
fore  appears  probable  that  any  substance  which  is  prone  to  oxidization  and 
soluble,  however  slightly,  in  chloroform,  will  prevent  or  greatly  retard  de¬ 
composition.  If  that  is  correct,  one  would  infer  that  the  preservative 
action  of  alcohol  is  partly  due  to  its  capacity  for  oxidation,  whatever 
secondary  part  it  may  also  play.  Allian  takes  sublimed  sulphur  and 
purifies  it  by  washing  with  ammonia,  then  with  water,  then  exposing  to  a 
temperature  of  40  degrees  C.  for  four  days,  and  finally  drying  over  sul¬ 
phuric  acid.  Purified  chloroform  containing  sulphur  remains  absolutely 
unchanged,  but  after  separating  the  sulphur  by  distillation,  the  same 
chloroform  will  show  signs  of  decomposition  after  two  days.

The  fifth  half-yearly  meeting  of  the  above  Association  was  held  at  the 
rooms,  335"'^  George-street,  on  Wednesday,  12th  inst.  There  was  a  good 
muster  of  members.  Mr.  H.  E.  Lawrence  presided.  The  minutes  of  the 
last  meeting  having  been  read  and  confirmed,  the  Hon.  Secretary  and 
Plon.  Treasurer  submitted  their  half-yearly  report  and  balance-sheet,  and 
this  showed  the  Association  to  be  in  a  very  prosperous  position  both 
numerically  and  financially.  Both  reports  were  unanimously  adopted,  and 
a  vote  of  thanks  was  carried  amidst  much  enthusiasm  to  the  Hon.  Secretary 
(Mr.  S.  M.  Sinclair),  and  the  Hon.  Treasurer  (Mr.  W.  T.  Wearne)  for  the 
able  manner  in  which  they  had  attended  to  the  interests  of  the  Association 
during  the  last  half-year.

After  a  short  speech  from  the  newly 
elected  President,  Mr.  A.  E.  Sharpe,  the  meeting  terminated  at  .10.30  p.m., 
when,  on  the  invitation  of  the  President,  members  adjourned  to  host 
Packer’s,  where  the  President’s  health  and  continued  success  to  the 
Association  was  drunk  amidst  much  enthusiasm. 
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FRECKLE  REMOVING  QUACKS. 

ACTION  FOR  DAMAGES. 

At  the  District  Court  on  the  13th,  before  His  Honor  Judge  Backhouse, 

Mrs.  A.  Rheese  sued  Mrs.  Priscilla  Davis,  H.  T.  Davis  and  Mrs.  Bates, 
trading  together  as  the  London  and  Parisian  Toilet  Co.,  and  carrying  on 
business  at  71  and  73  in  the  Sydney-arcade,  King-street,  for  £200  as 
damages  for  injuries  she  suffered  by  reason  of  the  negligent  and  unskilful 
treatment  bestowed  upon  her  by  the  defendants.  Mr.  W.  Edmunds, 
instructed  by  Mr.  J.  A.  Doyle,  appeared  for  plaintiff,  and  Mr.  Montagu 
for  the  defendants. 

From  the  evidence  it  appeared  that  Mrs.  Rheese  saw  an  advertise¬ 
ment  in  one  of  the  daily  papers  to  the  effect  that  freckles  could  be  removed 
at  the  defendant’s  place  of  business  ;  that  in  April  last  she  visited  the 
Parisian  Toilet  Co.’s  premises  and  there  saw  the  defendant, 'Madame  P. 
Davis.  The  plaintiff  stated  she  had  been  swimming  and  the  sun  had 
caused  some  freckles  to  come  upon  her  arms  and  shoulders ;  that  there¬ 
upon  Mdme.  P.  Davis  undertook  to  remove  the  freckles  without  pain  for 
the  sum  of  £3  3s.  The  plaintiff  was,  it  was  affirmed,  treated  by  Mdme.  P. 
Davis  for  three  days,  a  lotion  being  applied  to  the  freckles.  On  the  fourth 
day  the  plaintiff  became  very  unwell,  and  suffered  from  a  terrible  burning 
sensation  where  the  lotion  had  been  applied.  Dr.  Power,  of  College-street, 
was  called  in,  and  pronounced  the  patient  to  be  in  a  very  critical  condition. 
He  wrote  a  note  requesting  the  plaintiff  to  find  out  what  blistering  liquid 
was  used  that  he  might  control  the  hemorrhage  from  the  bowels  which  had 
set  in.  This  note  was  taken  to  the  Parisian  Toilet  Co.,  and  returned  to 
plaintiff  endorsed,  “Corrosive  sublimate”  together  with  remarks  and  advice. 

In  answer  to  his  Honor,  Dr.  Power  stated  that  at  one  time  plaintiff’s 
life  was  in  great  jeopardy.  Mrs.  Rheese  was  confined  to  her  bed  for  1 1 
days,  and  suffered  pain  such  as  would  be  caused  by  a  person  dipping  an 
arm  in  boiling  oil. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  plaintiff’s  case  the  plaintiff  was  nonsuited,  so 
far  as  Mrs.  Bates  and  Mr.  H.  T.  Davis  were  concerned,  there  being  no 
evidence  to  support  a  partnership  by  them  with  Mdme.  P.  Davis. 

Evidence  for  the  defence  was  then  gone  into,  Mdme.  P.  Davis  swear- 
that  when  plaintiff  came  to  her  for  treatment  she  told  her  that  the  freckles 
could  be  removed  by  what  is  termed  the  “  heroic  treatment  ”  and  it  would 
take  10  to  14  days  to  do  so  ;  that  plaintiff  would  become  a  prisoner  for 
that  time,  and  would  not  be  fit  to  go  into  society ;  that  plaintiff  said  she 
was  going  to  the  theatre  and  races  that  week,  and  said  she  was  willing  to 
undergo  the  treatment.  Mdme.  Davis  also  stated  that  when  she  examined 
the  plaintiff  she  was  suprised  to  find  so  few  and  such  small  freckles.  That 
she  then  dipped  her  finger  in  the  lotion  and  dabbed  it  on  the  freckles. 
'Fhis  she  repeated  a  few  times  for  two  or  three  days. 

In  reply  to  Mr.  Edmunds,  Mdme.  Davis  said  she  did  not  apply  the 
lotion  by  a  sponge,  but  by  the  tip  of  her  finger.  It  had  no  effect  on  her 
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finger.  Beyond  the  application  of  the  lotion  being  serious  witness  was  not 
aware  that  it  was  very  dangerous,  and  might  be  fatal.  Witness  admitted 
that  the  plaintiffs  injuries  might  have  been  caused  by  the  treatment.  She 
admitted  she  had  not  the  slightest  knowledge  of  drugs,  but  had  lessons  in 
face  massage  from  a  lady  in  Victoria. 

His  Honor  to  Witness  :  You  don’t  know  what  corrosive  sublimate  is? 
Well,  you  have  learned  to-day  that  two  grains  may  bring  a  patient  to  death’s 
door.  You  can  learn  what  corrosive  sublimate  is  by  consulting  any  house¬ 
hold  book,  Beeton's,  or  any  other. 

Mdme.  Davis  stated  she  did  not  make  up  the  lotions;  that  her  daughter^ 

the  defendant  (Mrs.  Bates)  made  them  up. 

0 

Mrs.  Bates,  recalled,  in  answer  to  Mr.  Edmunds,  stated  she  made  the 
mixture  ;  that  she  put  in  2gr.  as  she  weighed  it.  That  she  used  it  for  12 
months,  and  had  used  it  on  her  own  face.  She  admitted  she  did  not  know 
what  “  perchloride  ’’  meant ;  she  supposed  it  meant  ‘‘  perchloride.” 

Ellen  Elliott  was  called,  who  stated  the  lotion  used  on  plaintiff  was 
used  on  her  without  pain  or  bad  results. 

Mr.  Edmunds  :  Dr  Power  has  told  us  that  the  freckles  will  return  ; 
that  they  are  only  taken  away  temporarily. 

T’his  closed  the  case. 

His  Honor,  in  giving  judgment,  stated  that  no  monetary  compensation 
could  compensate  plaintiff  for  what  she  had  passed  through.  The  effects 
of  the  treatment  had  been  shown  to  have  brought  her  to  death’s  door. 
He  did  not  intend  to  give  a  heavy  verdict,  because,  as  he  had  said^ 
monetary  compensation  could  have  no  effect  on  plaintiff.  Nothing  could 
now  do  that  He  therefore  gave  a  verdict  for  plaintiff  for  <£3  r,  and  allowed 
expenses  for  three  witnesses  for  two  days. 


PICTURE  OF  THE  ARTERIES  MADE  BY  X  RAYS, 


“  It  is  well-known,”  says  Cosmos  (Paris,  April  18),  “that  the  bones  are 
relatively  opaque  to  the  X  rays,  and  that  this  opacity  is  due  to  the  chemical 
composition  of  the  fundamental  bony  tissues,  which  are  made  up  of  calcium' 
salts  (phosphates,  carbonates  and  fluorides).  The  question  then  would  be 
a  natural  one  whether,  by  introducing  a  salt  of  lime  into  the  veins,  they 
could  be  made  to  leave  a  shadow  on  the  photographic  plate.  The  Physical 
'  Institute  at  Rome  has  performed  this  experiment.  Into  the  brachial  artery 
of  a  dead  body  was  injected  a  paste  of  sulphate  of  lime,  sufficiently  liquid  to 
penetrate  all  the  blood  vessels,  and  then,  after  it  had  hardened,  the  hand 
was  photographed,  the  Crookes  tube  being  held  at  a  great  distance  so  that 
the  shadows  would  be  very  sharp.  The  photographs  showed  that,  as  had 
been  forseen,  the  sulphate  of  lime  is  opaque,  and  more  so  than  the  bony  tissue 
itself.  All  the  arteries  stand  out  as  black  lines,  and  we  have  the  anatomy 
of  a  human  hand,  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  circulation  of  the  blood, 
obtained  directly.” — Lit.  Digest. 
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OTHER  COLONIES.

VICTORIA. 


The  Queensland  letter  re  the  recognition  of  Colonial  certificates  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  authorities  in  England,  was  referred  by  the  Council  ’ 
to  the  Pharmacy  Board,  who,  while  admitting  the  laudibility  of  the  move, 
were  agreed  that  no  outside  certificates  could  be  recognised  in  Great 
Britain,  and  that  it  would  be  useless  to  urge  the  matter  further  until  an 
alteration  was  made  in  the  English  Act. 

The  Council  decided  to  forward  to  Queensland  a  copy  of  the  corres¬ 
pondence  between  the  Board  and  the  Society  in  Great  Britain,  dating 
back  to  1 88 1,  in  order  that  the  Queensland  Society  should  be  conversant 
with  the  action  already  taken  by  Victoria  in  the  same  matter. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Council  on  the  4th  August,  the  Secretary  re¬ 
ported  that  the  first  course  of  College  of  Pharmacy  lectures  for  the  year 
1896  terminated  on  July  8th,  and  that  the  second  course  would  commence 
on  loth  August.  During  the  first  course  79  students  attended. 

Mr.  Simpson,  on  behalf  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  reported  that 
during  the  vacation  the  bottles  in  the  Laboratory  had  been  re-labelled,  and 
that  in  the  Dispensing  Department  all  bottles  and  jars  had  also  been  re¬ 
labelled.  Additional  maps  and  diagrams  had  been  provided  for  the 
Lecture  rooms.  The  whole  of  the  Materia  Medica  specimens  had  been 
gone  over,  and  where  necessary  renewed  ;  that  the  Botanical  specimens, 
charts  and  diagrams,  as  well  as  the  chemical  apparatus  and  appliances, 
were  in  good  order. 

The  resignation  of  Mr.  S,  Cauthray,  Coolgardie,  was  received  and 
accepted. 

The  next  examination  in  Chemistry,  Materia  Medica  and  Botany  was 
fixed  for  the  2nd  and  3rd  September. 

Mr.  Witt  drew  attention  to  the  growth  of  the  cutting  stores  in  many  of 
the  principal  suburbs.  Large  grocery  firms  were  now  fitting  up  special 
departments  tor  the  sale  of  what  were  called  “patent  medicines.”  At 
these  places  you  could  buy  senna,  rhubarb,  Gregory  powder,  cod  liver  oil, 
Ayre’s  medicines,  Seigell’s  Syrup,  etc.,  etc.  He  knew  very  well  that  there 
was  great  difficulty  in  dealing  with  the  matter,  and  that  much  had  already 
been  done  to  stop  the  evil,  still  people  outside  were  complaining  that  no 
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action  was  taken  by  the  Society,  who  were  looked  upon  as  the  protectors 
of  the  trade.  He  mentioned  the  matter  because  he  saw  daily  the  inroads 
that  were  being  made  on  the  Pharmacist's  legitimate  business. 

The  matter  was  postponed  until  the  next  meeting,  on  the  under¬ 
standing  that  in  the  meantime  the  Secretary  would  look  into  it,  and  furnish 
a  report.

.  Pharmacy  Board. 

At  the  Pharmacy  Board  meeting  on  the  12th  August,  the  President 
stated  that  he  had  forwarded  a  congratulatory  letter  to  Mr.  Michael 
Cartel  upon  his  retirement  from  the  Presidency  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain,  after  14  years  conspicuous  and  distinguished 
service. 


NEW  ZEALAND. 

Mr.  R.  P.  Bogley,  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Pharmacy  Board  at 
the  meeting  on  July  2. 

At  a  Special  Board  Meeting  on  the  21st  July,  the  President,  Mr. 
Aickin,  was  selected  to  visit  Wellington  to  watch  the  interests  of  the 
Pharmacy  Bill  in  Parliament. 

Mr.  Hoby,  dentist,  Wellis-street,  who  became  bail  for  the  notorious 
Austin  Kirby,  and  whose  bail  was  forfeited  through  the  levanting  of  that 
individual,  has  commenced  an  action  for  the  recovery  of  the  mOney. 

An  Important  Legal  Case. — A  suit  of  more  than  ordinarv  interest 

a' 

and  importance  to  chemists  was  settled  last  week  in  the  Supreme  Court 
at  Auckland.  The  manufacturer  of  a  long-established  quack  “  Blood 
Restorer  ” — Hitchens  by  name — brought  an  action  against  Messrs.  Shar- 
land  &  Co.,  wholesale  druggists,  to  recover  the  sum  of  ;£’5oo,  alleged 
damages  caused  by  the  defendant  company  in  using  the  term  “  Blood  Re¬ 
storer  ”  on  a  preparation  of  their  own.  It  was  not  claimed  that  the 
defendants  had  used  any  colourable  imitation  of  labels  or  bottles,  but  that 
the  term  Blood  Restorer  ”  was  copyright,  and  belonged  exclusively  to  the 
plaintiff.  The  claim,  unfortunately,  was  nonsuited  upon  a  technical  point. 
It  was  clear,  on  the  merits  of  the  case,  that  the  plaintiff  had  no  chance  of 
winning,  but  it  would  have  been  interesting  to  hear  the  argument.  The 
New  Zealand  Trade  Marks’  Act  does  not  recognise  registration  of  any  word 
or  words,  unless  they, have  been  specially  “invented”  or  “have  no  reference 
to  the  character  of  the  goods,  and  are  not  a  geographical  name.”  The 
word  “Spadgers,”  in  connection  with  a  bird  poison,  was  recently  dis¬ 
allowed,  because  it  was  held  by  the  patent  officer  to  be  merely  a  provin¬ 
cialism  for  “  sparrows.”  The  case  just  settled  has  a  special  bearing  upon 
the  intention  of  a  well-known  American  firm  which  is  said  to  be  about 
commencing  proceedings  to  prevent  the  use  by  chemists,  in  putting  up  their 
own  proprietary  cough  medicines,  of  the  popular  descriptive  “  Cherry 
Pectot:al,”  in  which  the  said  firm  claims  a  copyright.
